This  publication  is 
intended  to  be  used  for  general  information  purposes  only.  It  is  not 
to  be  used  as  a  source  for  official  communications. 


DEFENSE  FUEL  SUPPLY  CENTER 

HISTORY:  As  early  as  1941,  petroleum  was  singled  out  for  coordinated  control  and  the  Secretary  of 
Interior  was  appointed  as  Petroleum  Coordinator  for  National  Defense.  In  1945,  the  Joint  Army-Navy 
Petroleum  Purchasing  Agency  was  formed  under  the  War  Department.  The  name  was  changed  to  the  Armed 
Services  Petroleum  Purchasing  Agency  in  1948  and  again  in  1957  to  the  Military  Petroleum  Supply 
Agency.  In  1962,  it  became  the  Defense  Petroleum  Supply  Center,  a  charter  member  of  the  Defense 
Supply  Agency  (now  called  the  Defense  Logistics  Agency)  and  finally,  in  1964,  it  was  renamed  the 
Defense  Fuel  Supply  Center  (DFSC).  On  1  July  1973,  the  mission  of  DFSC  was  drastically  changed  from 
what  was  primarily  a  procurement  activity  to  the  Integrated  Materiel  Manager  for  bulk  petroleum 
worldwide. 

MISSION:  Under  the  direction  of  the  Defense  Logistics  Agency,  to  provide  effective  and  economical 
support  of  petroleum  products,  petroleum  services  and  coal  to  the  Military  departments,  other  DOD 
components  and  Federal  civil  agencies  and  to  purchase  crude  oil  for  the  Strategic  Petroleum  Reserve. 
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SELECTED  HISTORICAL  AND  HIGHLIGHT  SUMMARY  ITEMS 

2  Oct  80  Un  2  October  1980,  the  Commander  DFSC,  BGEN  Seamen,  participated  in  a  ribbon  cutting 
ceremony  at  Edwards  AFB  to  inaugurate  a  new  pipeline  service.  The  new  52  mile  pipe- 
line, operated  by  CALNEV  Pipe  Line  Company,  supplies  JP4  to  Edwards  AFB. 

27  Oct  80       Defense  Fuel  Region  Europe  (DFRE)  awarded  the  first  contracts  under  a  test  program 

which  tasks  the  DFRE  to  accomplish  procurements  in  the  area  from  solicitation  through 
contract  award.  DFSC  provided  coordination  and  assistance  to  the  program. 

31  Oct  80      The  DFSPs  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  and  Tsurumi ,  Japan,  were  selected  to  test  MILSPETS 
transaction  reporting  via  AUTODIN. 

10  Nov  80       DFSC  negotiated  an  agreement  with  Conrail  whereby  U.S.  vessels  moving  coal  for  U.S. 
Forces  in  Europe  will  receive  priority  loading  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia. 

1-5  Dec  80      The  fall  1980  Defense  Petroleum  Course,  coordinated  by  the  Amercian  Petroleum 

Institute,  was  conducted  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Presentations  were  made  by 
petroleum  industry  representatives.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  DOE  SPR 
Project  Management  Office.  Fifty-one  federal  and  military  personnel,  representing 
DOD  and  other  Federal  Agencies. attended. 

8  Dec  80       The  U.S.  Army  initiated  AUTODIN  reporting  for  the  Petroleum  Distribution  System  in 
Korea . 

23  Feb  81       DFSC  awarded  the  first  shale  crude  oil  processing  contract  to  the  Union  Science 
and  Technology  Division,  Union  Oil  Company  of  California. 
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4  Mar  81       DFSC  hosted  the  annual  USAREUR  Pre-SoHcitation  Coal  Conference  for  FY  82  with 

representatives  from  DFSC,  Department  of  the  Army,  U.S.  Army  Energy  Center  Europe, 
MSC  and  DOE  participating. 

1  Apr  81       The  OFSP  at  Faslane,  Scotland,  with  a  storage  capacity  of  1.3  million  barrels,  was 
ret"*-  ed  to  Her  Majesty's  Government.  To  offset  this  loss,  DFSC  awarded  five 
contracts  for  approximately  3.7  million  barrels  of  storage  in  the  U.K.  and  North  Sea 
areas. 

6  Apr  81      The  Special  Contracts  Division  awarded  seven  contracts  valued  at  approximately  $831 
million,  for  22.4  million  barrels  of  various  crude  oils  for  DOE  SPR  requirements. 

6-10  Apr  81    DFSC  hosted  the  tenth  annual  Fuels  Indoctrination  Course.  Thirty-one  employees  of 
DFSC  and  the  Military  Departments  attended. 

26  May  81      DFSC  issued  a  solicitation  to  exchange  Government-owned  crude  oil  and/or  condensate 
for  JP4.  The  crude  and  condensate  to  be  exchanged  are  from  the  Naval  Petroleum 
Reserves  in  California  and  Wyoming. 

12  Jun  81      Two  Into-plane  contracts  valued  at  $28.3  and  $36.5  million  were  awarded  Caltex  Oil 
Products  and  Motor  Oil  (Hellas).  These  two  awards  represent  the  largest  Into-plane 
contracts  negotiated  by  DFSC. 

22-26  Jun  81    DFSC  hosted  the  1981  Worldwide  Petroleum  Conference.  Over  300  persons  representing 
various  Federal  Agen-cies,  NATO  and  the  petroleum  industry  attended. 

14  Sep  81      DLA-C  notified  DFSC  that  GAO  certification  Milestone  Number  3  had  been  completed. 
This  milestone  represents  significant  progress  in  the  GAO  certification  of  DFAMS 
scheduled  for  February  1982.
